Davie and Charles EB, Merril 
and singe the first of this your 
Davis Building Supply-Stan- 
ley E. Davis, owner, At the 
rear of the former Jordan store 
wa the grain store of Roy C, 
Moore. 

Thirly years ago the garage 
af Herrick Brothers Co. was a 
busy pluce, where the Model A 
Ford was selling at £, 0. b. pri¢- 
es of $490 to $680, Next door 
waa the monument works of E, 
k. Whitney, where for more 
than 40 yenra he carried on an 
extenalve business, This in the 
site now of the Roadside Grille, 
or Martha's, owner-operated by 
Mr. and Mra. William Von 
Zing, Conners Garage on 
Mechanic Street ts operated by 
Harold Conner, son of Parker 
Conner, the owner In 1931, 

The Sudbury Ina, then known 
an Maple Ing, was cirried on 
by Frank E, Donahue. Since 
that time it has had several 
ownersmanagers and jaat win- 
tor wan purchased by Norman 
Greig and Howard Cole. Mr. 
and Mrs, Greig are managing 
the ina The Star Lunch was 
operaled in 1931 by Frank 
Filnt. Thia wax In the location 
just previously used for the 
sale of Darant and Star cars

tral Service Station 20 years 
ago, At the rear of the service 
station a thriving Jumber and 
building supply business had 
been developed by Herhert I, 
Bean. This was bought by 
L, EB, Davis and moved to 4a 
building on ihe site of the 
Gould Academy parking area 
on Elm Street. oe 

Since 1936 Brown's Variety 
Store has occupled the atore at 
Main and Spring Streeta where 
in 1931 Bean & Fox Co, had a 
complete general store. Across 
the utreet on the corner of 
Main and Elm, was the Jawn 
of Mrs, J, M. Philbrook, where 
now Ernest Angevine sells and 
services chain saws and thas a 
machine shop and repair busi- 
neas, The building wag built by 
Clarence Bennett, replacing one 
which burned, and was in use 
for Chevrolet sales and ser- 
vie until the purchase of the 
former Blake Garage property 
below the railroad station. 

In 1981 Edward P. Lyon's 
store was in the present quar- 
tora of the Casco Bank & Trust 
Co, The movies of Harvey Brag- 
don were shown upstairs In 
Odeon Hall, The Bethel Sav- 
inga Bank was fn the same 
place as now, while the law of- 
Bees of Herrick and Park were 
in the rear, Farther back in the 


Cole Block the Citizen (Carl D 


Brown, editor) was din the same 
place, where it has been since 
established as the Bethel News 
in 1895. 

Across Main Street in the 
one-lime Swift Block the bar- 
ber shop now of Stanley Fox 
had been carried on for nearly 
40 years by Clarence W. Hall. 
William E, Bosserman was the 
proprietor of the store now 
known as Bosserman'a Pharm- 
aey, and next door wae the 
poat office where the Shoe Rack 
of Mra, Ruby Rolfe ix now. 
The present home of the Amer- 
jean Legion and Auxiliary was 
then the shoe repair shop of 
Thomas LaRue and Allen's 
Shoe Store, 

The quarters of the Bethel 
Laundromat were then the 
hardware store of John P, 
Butts, Others In business there 
wince 1931 include the Spec- 
ialty Shop, Warren Bean, Ro- 
lund Kneeland, the post office, 
and Wheeler Brothers -mica 
cutting abop, The present home 
of Henry Hastings and faml« 
jy in the white building an (he 
carner was the home and ata. 
dia of Frank A. Goddard, phoe

The law office of Mr. Haw ¢ 


tings in the samo building waa

The corner store of Mr, and 
Are, Paul Shaw, known na 
Shaw's Market, was for many 
years that of the L. W. Ramaell 
company. The dental offve of 
Dr. &. Lanwood Yrown way ov. 
or the atore, Dr. John W. Trine 
ward purchased the office and 
practice of Dr. Hrown and lat 
er moved down Main Street to 
roots over the Spa, Around the 
cerner on Chureh Street Cot- 
tons Restaurant hea succeeded 
that of Farwell & Wight. 

The Speeially Shop's loca. 
tion, around the corner in the 
brick block on Broad Sireet, 
win then the millinery atore of 
Mise L. M. Stearns, who lived 
in the spartment upstairs 
where the Cherie Beauty and 
Slenderama Salon of Miss Gene 
eva Johnston ja naw located, 
Facing thie building i the 
Community Ioom and Hethel 
fire department, The Commiun- 
ity Room waa for many years 
the afore of Ceylon Nowe & 
Hon, while the center of the 
three section building housed 
the fire department aa now and

Percent to 15 percent of the 
cost of the house. On the other 
hand, stock plans can be ord- 
ered by mail, usually for 220 
to $25 for a set of four. 


"Ad least 3,000 different home 
plans, perhaps many more, are 
available in this way," ac- 
cording to Changing Times. 
"If you have trouble finding 
one that auvits your building 
lot, your budget and your fam- 
ily’s way of living, just keep on 
looking. With several thousand 
open fo you, chances are es- 
cellent that you can locate a 
stock plan that comes very
